Jobs of 75 Per Cent of 
Force Are Imperiled by 
Civil Service. 


HALF OF NEW YORK’S 
MEN GET LOW MARKS 


Doran Says That He Could 
Not Have Answered Some. 
of Questions. 


(Associated Press.) 

The path cut in the ranks of prohi- 
bition agents by the Civil Service Com- 
mission became more apparent yester- 
day with the announcement that 1,500 
of the 2,000 men on the Government 
pay roll had “flunked” in the recent ex- 
aminations and were apt to lose their 
jobs. 

More specific than in the past as to 
the extent of the havoc wrought by 
civil service requirements, Prohibition 
Commissioner Doran: disclosed that 75 
per cent of the Federal agents, inspec- 
tors and supervisors had failed to quali- 
fy on the written tests. If something ts 
not done to give the flunkers another 
chance, he said, the Government’s en- 
forcement machine will be in a bad 
way. 

Doran, who previously had revealed 
that many of his men, including some 
he regards most highly, had failed to 
come up to civil service requirements, 
reiterated that he was making every 
effort to give those who had failed an- 
other chance. He again sharply criti- 
cized the form of the examinations, de- 
claring that he would have been unable 
to answer some of the questions him- 
self. 

Wait on Commission. 

Pending word from the Civil Service 
Commission whether it would reex- 
amine the flunkers Doran took steps to 
prevent their discharge from the service 
by telegraphing all prohibition admin- 
istrators to make no permanent ap- 
pointments for the present. He then 
went into conference with members of 
the Civil Service Commission to appeal 
in. person for a reexamination for all of 
his men who failed. 

A clean sweep of the prohibition 
force in Carolina territory would result 
from the Civil Service Commission 
examinations, Doran explained, for of 
30 agents now stationed there only one 
passed the examinations and he was 
not rated by his superiors as being a 
highly efficient officer. 

In New York 50 per cent of agents 
im service failed. In Philadelphia where 
the same percentage of failure ob- 
tained, Doran said that one of the un- 
successful Government agents was a 
graduate of the University of Iowa and 
a former United States marshal. 


Doubts New Candidates. 


In arguing with the Civil Service 
Comnniission, Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Doran said he had pointed out 
that it would be literally impossible to 
replace so great a percentage of his 
force from among the aspirants to the 
service from the outside. ‘Though 
about 4,000 such individuals seeking 
places have passed the examination, he 
asserted that their qualities, for the 
most part, did not appear to be very 
good. 

Doran said that E. C. Yellowley, pro- 
hibition administrator at Chicago, had 
been furnished with a list of 200 such 
aspirants certified to him by the Civil 
Service Commission as successful in 
passing the examinaton, but had been 
able to find only five of the number 


suitable for employment. 
In Detroit, Mr. Doran continued, an 


attempt to make temporary appoint- 
ments from a group of 200 aspirants 
who passed the examination resulted in 
the selection of about four or five 
men as competent. 

The prohibition commissioner ‘de- 
clared that he intended to’continue his 
contest in every way against thé effect 
of the civil service program. While 
unable so far to obtain any concessions 
from the commission, he considers the 


grave necessity for setting aside the 
first examination has been brought out.

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Television Sets in Homes 
Reproduce Studio Scenes 


New Device Successfully Tested; Used With Radio, It 
Permits Performers to Be Seen and Heard. 
Climax of Long Labor by General Electric. 


Schenectady, N. Y., Jan. 13 (A.P.).— 
The magic wand of science, passing 
over the factory of the General Electric 
Co. here today, disclosed to a small 
group of radio engineers, scientists and 
newspaper men a Vision of the future 
of radio broadcasting—d future de- 
signed to bring to broadcast fans the 
sight as well as the sound of the radio 
performers. 

Sitting in comfortable chairs in three 
Schenectady hom~s, several miles from 
the company’s broadcasting studio, the 
visitors were enabled to both hear and 
see the studio program. 

“Simple twists of the dials on the 
home television sets,” brought to these 
men the minute reproduction of the 
characters who appeared before the 
microphone, even to the curl of ciga- 
rette smoke from their IMps and the 
blinking of their eyes. The sound of 
their voices was heard in the usual 
wey through a loud speaker supple- 
menting the visual apparatus. 

The climax of many years of labor 
in the laboratories of the company, to- 
day’s tests demonstrated the principal 
value of television as a means of enter-

Marines Seek to Prevent 
Sandino’s Escape by River 


U.S. Airmen Continue Bombing Nicaraguan Rebels and 
Compel Bands to Disperse, Seeking Heavy 
Shelter—Land Forces Concentrate. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Jan. 13 (A.P.). 
While American marine planes have 
been steadily bombing the Sandino 
rebel forces nears Quilali, marine in- 
fantry detachments are concentrating 
in the eastern part of the State of 
Nueva Segovia to cut off Sandino from 
the Coco River in case he should at- 
tempt to escape. 

Col. Mason Gulick, commanding the 
American forces in Nicaragua, said to- 
day that he would continue his policy 


of bombing the rebels with planes 


rather than have marine patrols run 
the chance of being ambushed. 

The commander reported that planes 
returning from the Quilali district on 
Thursday afternoon vigorausly bombed 
the rebel areas near Quilali where 
American troops were ambushed early 
last week. He said that the airplane 
bombing of rebel positions was very 
effective, the American aviators being 


in a position to see the disastrous ef- 


fect. The rebels now are dispersing 
| under heavy. cover, fearing the effect of 
bombing. 

The American authorities here today 
denied that Sunday’s mutiny among a 
portion of the Nicaraguan national 
guard stationed at Somotillo had a 
political effect. Official accounts of 
the mutiny given out today by the 
minister of police stated that it was 
provoked by Gen. Peralta,.a Honduran 
revolutionary leader, and that the men 
fled into Honduras. 

The names of the nine men who es- 
caped were made public today with the 
statement that they were former mem- 
bers of the Liberal army of Dr. Juan 
Sacasa and Gen. Moncada.

Would Absolve O'Leary, 


The motion was attacked in turn by 
counsel for the various respondents.

cilizen Justice Siddons absolve Mr. 
O'Leary. He said that if the court 
should follow any such course it would 
be an invitation to the office of the dis- 
trict attorney to continue the “pres- 
sure and the outrages” which had al- 
ready taken place, 

The proper thing for the court to do, 
Col, Littleton said, was to carry the facts 
developed in the hearing along. It had 
not been the aim of the inquiry to ac- 
quit O'Leary but to break up a practice 
resulting in such injury to the re. 
spondents. The same circumstances 
would present themselves in the case of 
every witness and went to the heart of 
the case. The course Col. Littleton sug- 
gested was for the court to hold the 
matter until the end of the main case 
and then recommend such action as it 
saw fit with respect to the district at- 
torney’s office. 

The personal acquittal of O'Leary had 
no place in the present proceedings, 
Douglas said in his argument. Any 
such contention, he said, was perfectly 
ridiculous, nor was this the time for 
the court to say anything but reserve 
its decision. The entire matter could 
only serve, Douglas insisted, as evidence 
of the weight to be given Kidwell’'s 
testimony and no more. It was not to 
injure O'Leary, he said, but to insure 
the respondents a fair and impartial 
trial that the matter had been brought 
to the attention of the court. 

Judge Wright expressed it as his 
opinion that if the court could not de- 
termine the guilt of O'Leary as Gordon 
had urged because of lack of jurisdic- 
tion, it could not determine his inno- 
cence. He also urged that the matter 
be carried along so that the court might 
have everything before it to guide its 
action. 

Siddons Refuses Motion. 


Justice Siddons said that there was 
no doubt in his mind that no disciplin- 
ary action has been intended against 
O'Leary, but he could not hold that the 
court lacked jurisdiction. 

“If the courts do lack jurisdiction in 
such a matter as this,” he said, “then 
they have indeed fallen from high es- 
tate. Was it possible for the court to 
go and close its mind to this charge? 
That would be a monstrous situation. 
I haven’t the faintest doubt as to the 
power and duty of the court to clear 
this matter up. Can any say that they 
misunderstood these proceedings or 
thought them extrajudicial?” 

“When the court halted the contempt 
proceedings and embarked on the other 
matter I considered it extrajudicial,” 
said Maj. Gordon. 

“This was no trial of O'Leary,” said 
Justice Siddons. “I am asked in this 
motion to dismiss this inquiry and also 
to express my personal view. I must 
act in a judicial manner. Now that 
we have heard this charge 1 am quite 
prepared to go on with the main case. 
I can not grant this motion. Whether 
or not it involves some disciplinary ac- 
tion against Mr. O'Leary is a matter 
beside the mark.”

TONGERS COMPEL CRAFT 
TO LEAVE MOBJACK BAY 


Seven Volleys of Shot Mark 
Renewal of Clash Over 
Leases of State Beds. 


Richmond, Va., Jan. 13 (A.P.).— 
Gov. Harry F. Byrd called out Company 
K, of the 183d Infantry, Virginia#Na- 
tional Guard ,to preserve order in 
Gloucester County late today after he 
had been advised by Harry Houston, 
commissioner of fisheries, that his force 
was inadequate to cope with a situa- 
tion growing out of the firing on a 
State patrol boat on Hobjack Bay, near 
the mouth of the York River. 

The guard company. stationed at 
Norfolk, and composed of three officers 
and approximately 50 men, was or- 
dered to assemble immediately and to 
proceed to Gloucester County as soon 
as practicable. Adjt. Gen. W. W. Sale 


the governor after the governor had re- 
ceived affidavits saying the boat was 
fired on and driven from the bay by 
men who afterward removed oysters 
from leased grounds. The firing on 
the boat was confirmed by Commo - 
wealth’s Attorney David Lindsay, of 
Gloucester, who made an investigation 
at the request of the executive. 

Gov. Byrd issued a statement to- 
night saying he had called the guard 
to duty after Commisioner Houston 
had asked assistance. In this state- 
ment he included affidavits from the 
crew of the patrol boat Katie, in re 
gard to the firing. Commisioner Hous- 
ton asked that an armed force be sent 
to Mobjack Bay “so as to preserve order 
and uphold the laws and dignity of the 
State.” 


Cites History of Trouble. 


Clear responsibility resis upon 
State to preserve order and _ protect 
leased oyster ground from illegal tres- 
pass and stealing, the governor declared 
His statement recited the history of the 
difficulty in Gloucester County starting 
with the illegal removal of buoys from 
ground leased to Frank W. Darling, 
Hampton oyster packer, and seventeen 
associates. 

He declared, however, that the orcer- 
ing out of the troons had nothing to 
do with the controversy in which tong- 
ers have protested that the ground 
leased to Darling should be thrown 
open to the public. 

Capt. John Bush of the Katie in an 
affidavit declared his patrol boat qulit 
Mobjack Bay after seven volleys had 
been fired from at least 25 nigh-pow- 
ered rifies.

“So as to determine this fact in fair- 
to all concerned, after a con- 
ference with those interested, it was 
agreed in writing that the State ap- 
point one surveyor, the tongers an- 
other surveyor, and if these two could 
not agree upon the boundary of the 
Baylor survey, then a third surveyor 
should be appointed by the other two 


Agreed To by Tongers. ‘ 


“A unanimous report was then made 
reestablishing the boundaries as origi- 
nally marked by the buoys destroyed. 
This report was concurred in by the 
Surveyor employed and selected by the 
tongers. The question therefore was 
settled as to whether the leased ground 
in Mobjack Bay was public oyster 
ground. An agreement was then made 
that no illegal trespassing should oc- 
cur upon this property. The agreement 
has been violated, and physical forcé 
used so as to drive away the police 
boat of the State and to steal the oys- 
ters from this ground. 

“I make this explanation so that it 
may be clear that the stealing of these 
oysters has no relation whatever to the 
suit pending between the tongers of 
Gloucester and Frank W. Darling, of 
Hampton, which is to determine 


whether Mr. Darling has the legal right 


to dredge the oysters upon the property 
which has been assigned to him. This 
property has been definitely shown not 
to be public rocks and must be pro- 
tected by the State pending the de- 
termination of the legal questions now 
before the courts. Even on public rocks 
dredging at night is.an illegal act.”

UNPURCHASED TRIANGLE 
LAND MEASURE SIGNED 


Coolidge’s Signature Affixed 
to Bill Authorizing $25,- 
000,000 Expenditure. 
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PLAN WAITS ON CONGRESS 


President Coolidge yesterday ‘signed | 


the bill authorizing the purchase of all | 
the private lands remaining in the tri- | 
angie between Pennsylvania avenue, B 
street, Fourteenth street and the Bo- | 
tanic garden. The government already 
owns all of the land at the upper end 
of the triangle between Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth streets. 

The bill, now a law, authorizes $25,- 
000,000 to complete the putchase o this 
area, in which it is proposed to carry 
out the plan for artistically grouping 
the Federal bulldings. The Sixty-ninth 
Congress authorized $50,000,000 for the | 
construction of the buildings. 

The plan will now be carried out as 
rapidly as Congress makes the appropri- 
ations. Senator Smoot, chairman of | 
the Public Bulldings Commission, an- 
nounced that he believes the first in- | 
stallment for purchasing the land will 
be appropriated before the end of thr 
present session of Congress. Thus far | 
Congress has not decided how much of 
the $25,000,000 it will make avallable 
this year. 

Under the new law the Secretary 
the Treasury has the authority to de-| 
molish the structures now within the 
area as soon as each square is acquired 
He also has the authority to proceed | 
with contracts for grading, planting and 
landscape improvement of those parts 
of the triangle to bo beautified as open 
spaces.

RHEEM EXPLAINS PLANS 


School officials yesterday inspected a 
building. located on Thirteenth street, 
near Rhode Island avenue northeast, 
offered them by property owners of the 
Potomac Park section, for use as a 
health school for the 58 colored stu- 
dents who will be forced to vacate their 
present quarters in the Garnet School 
February 1. 

Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent 
of schools, and Stephen FE, Kramer, first 
assistant superintendent, made the In- 
spection at the request of Edmund D. 
Rheem, of Swartzell, Rheem & Hensey 
Co., local realtors. The building was 
offered in an effort to get school of- 
ficilals to withdraw their plans of using 
the Toner school, at Twenty-fourth and 
F streets northwest, as the new health 
school for colored tubercular students. 


Protests by citizens of the Potomac’ 


Park section against the plan were un- 
heeded by members of the board of 
education, and school officials, and the 
offer to obtain and equip the building 
in Northeast Washington was made as 
a last effort to prevent the health school 
from being placed in the Potomac Park 
section. 

Mr. Rheem explained to school of- 
ficials yesterday that he would finance 


ithe equipment of the house, and make 


whatever changes were deemed neces- 
sary in its structure to comply with the 
regulations necessary for its use. The 
house inspected is situated on a high 
hill and is located on a tract of unde- 
veloped land away from other houses. 
Dr. Ballou would make no comment 
following inspection as to whether it 
was Suitable, but it is understood a 
health department inspector will be 
asked to look over the building this 
morning.

2 Parachute Jumpers Hurt 
Through Gale on J inx Day 


Army Men Injure Ankles 
Shae Field From 
3,000 


in Dual Leap at Bolling 
Height of 
Feet. 


Tine jinx of Friday the 13th may 
pass up undamaged a few cases of 
ieapiag between automobiles, but when 
two Army men ventured to Jump with 
parachutes from an airplane yesterday 
it was just too much. The old jinx 
took severe infliction on the aforesaid 
jumpers’ ankles. 


The result of the dual Jump was 
that Private Emil Rastocny, of Bolling 
Field, is in Waiter Reed Hospital, suf- 
fering from a broken ankle, and Maj. 
Carey I. Crockett, Infantry student at 
the Army War College. is at his home 
suffering from a sprained ankle. 

The adventurous spirit of the men, 
and their contempt of thei much-feared 
jinx, was heightened by the fact that 
it was their first Jump from an air- 
plane. : : 

To be precise, it should be explained 
that the jinx did not inflict the in- 
juries directly, but through the agency 
of a high wind—a wind that was blow- 
ing so strong an hour and a half later, 


that two others scheduled to jump, 


Sergt. N. E. Swanson and Corpl. B. A. 
Walsh, both of Bolling Field, were re- 
strained from “going over the side’ 
by the pilot of the big Douglas trans- 
port plane bearing them. 

Maj. Crockett and Private Rastocny. 
however, dug their toes in the unresist- 
ing air at a level of about 3,000 feet 
and came down, driven at full blast by 
a 20-mile surface wind, at the southern 
end of the field. 

Maj. Crockett, who took off second, 
came down at the extreme southern 
end of the field. He was immediately 
picked up by an ambulance and taken 
to the Post Hospital, where an examina- 
tion was made for possible injuries. 

Private Rastocny came down nearer 
the center of the field. He was carried 
so rapidly by the high wind that he 
struck the ground with considerable 
force. Upon landing he was dragged 
by the parachute for several feet across 
the muddy field. The parachute was 
checked only by five or-six persons 
jumping on it.

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Exactly at 2 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon the President’s train drew out of 
the Union Station yards, leaving be- 
hind a little group of friends and Gov- 
ernment officials who had gathered for 
the departure.

Among the first to greet the President 
and Mrs, Coolidge on arrival at the sta- 
tion yesterday waS Charles E. Hughes, 
head of the American delegation to the 
Pan-American Conference, who with 
Secretary of State Kellogg and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Wilbur are members of 
the President’s party. All are ac- 
companied by their wives. 

The party aboard the presidential 
train numbered 86 in all, including a 
delegation of 25 newspaper men. 

Besides Mr. Hughes and ihe Secre- 
taries of State and Navy, in the party 
were Everett Sanders, the President's 
secretary; Col. Blanton Winship and 
Capt. Wilson Brown, the President's 
military and naval aids; Maj. James

JOKING ABOUT GOOLIOGE 
SAFE. SAYS WILL ROGERS 


Big Man Always Will Take It 
Right, He Holds, Replying 
to Recent Comments. 


RADIO TALK IS CRITICIZED 


By WILL ROGERS. 


I found on my arrival in Washing- 
ton that some people had censured me 
severely for leaving the impression that 
Mr. Coolidge was on the radio (on @ 
recent evening of broadcasting). 

Well, the idea thut any one could 
imagine it was him uttering the non- 
sense that I was uttering, well, 1 
struck me that it would be an insult 
to any one’s sense of humor to an- 
nounce that it was not him. So I wrote 
Mr. Coolidge a note explaining, and re- 
ceived a two-page letter within 30 
minutes, written all in his own long 
hand, saying that he “had been told 
of it,” but knew that anything that I 
did was done in good-natured amuse- 
ment, and to not give it a moment’s 
worry, and also thanked me for my 
kind references to him on various oc- 
casions of which he had heard. 

I knew my man before I joked about 
him, It’s as I have often said, you can 
always joke good-naturedly about a 
big man, but be sure he is a big man 
before you joke about him. 


What I did over the radio on Mr. 


Coolidge I did an entire year on my 
tour of every State last season, and 
I knew it didn’t offend good taste. 
Then, I want to here publicly thank 
Mr. Coolidge for that lovely letter, for 
I am personally very fond of him. 

With an election coming on, I know 
of no man connected with either party 
whom I ever had the pleasure of meet- 
ing who I don’t have a great regard for.

Dr. Mayo said music has a marked

“Music,” he said, “affects chiefly 
the nerves of the arms and legs be- 
cause they have their center tn the 
base of the brain where the audi- 
tory nerves are placed.

JONES IS GIVEN CREDIT 
FOR GETTING CONVENTION 


Effect on Smith Candidacy Is 
Discussed by Leaders of 
Party in Texas.

Houston, Tex., Jan. 13.—Plans for an 
immense tempcrary convention hall to 
house the national 1928 Democratic 
convention here were being formulated 

ay by Mayor Oscar F. Holcombe, 
of commerce officials and 
Givic leaders. 

The hall will be erected regardless of 

cost, Mayor Holcombe said, in the event 
the city auditorium, capable of seating 
6,000 persons, proves inadequate to 
handle the ‘argest gathering ever to as- 
semble in this historic Gouthern city. 
' “We will do anything necessary to 
handle the convention crowds effi- 
ciently and properly,” Mayor Holcombe 
assured newspaper men today. “We 
feel the city auditorium, with its im- 
mense seating capacity, should be suf- 
ficient. But if more space is needed, 
we will erect a temporary hall which 
will seat 15,000 or 20,000 perso is.” 

The chamber of commerce and civic 
anc business leaders echoed Mayor 
Holeombe’s statement, aid those active 
In making preparations for the great 
party were broadcasting the word that 
Houston is ready to become the Demo- 
cratic capital of the United States. 

Definite plans are awaiting the re- 
turn here of Jesse H. Jones, financial 
adviser of the Democratic committee, 
whose certified check for $200,000 
swayed sentiment at Washington to- 
ward Houston and turned the eyes of 
all Democrats Southward. 


Jones’ Triumphal Return. 


When Mr. Jones returns he will be 
greeted with all the pageantry of a 
Roman conqueror coming home for a 
holiday. The city will be decked in 
flags, and thousands will gather to wel- 
come home the man who brought 30,- 
000 politicians and $3,000,000 or more 
in money to the home town. 

With announcement of the conven- 
tion committee’s decision and with ces- 
sation in a measure of the excitement, 
erudite political leaders were building 
the skids which might launch Mr. 
Jones as a strong contender for the 
vice presidential nomination when the 
voting begins here in June. The ball 
already has started rolling and head- 
lines here already are showing the 
' populace how well the Smith-Jones 
combination looks in print. 

Contrary to early predictions, of po- 
litical observers, Al Smith is gaining 
strong support here and over Texas. 
The religious issue, even in this former

Senator Reed Heard. 


The main guard of the Democrats 


were homeward bound last night with 
enough grievances against the Repub- 
licans to last them for quite a while, 
and the name of the fighting Mis- 
sourian, Senator James A. Reed, lin- 
gered in the mind of many of them. It 
was generally agreed that of the “can- 
didates” who spoke at the dinner, this 
silver-haired orator made the greatest 
impression, and the manner in which 
the more than 1,500 diners waited until 
after 2 o’clock yesterday morning to 
hear him was a distinct tribute.

DICKINSON ASKS RAISE

Debate on McMaster’s Reso- 
lution Continues in Senate;

While the Senate was agreeing yes- 
terday to vote Monday on the McMaster 
tariff revision, there were definite indi- 
cations in the House, where tariff legis- 
lation must originate, that a changing 
of rates would be demanded. 


The uprising in the House came as a 
distinct jolt to administration leaders 
who have turned thumbs down on any 
tariff revision at this session, and have 
declined to take the McMaster resolu- 
tion seriously in view of the fact that 
the Senate is powerless, under the Con- 
stitution, to frame tariff legislation. 

Adding to the discomfiture of the ad- 
ministration group were the rumblings 
about the Senate of a possible Demvo- 
cratic-Republican insurgent coalition to 
link the tariff fight up with the.-pend- 
ing tax reduction measure. These un- 
confirmed reports indicated that both 
groups were willing to put forward pro- 
posals for lower tariff duties as amend- 
ments to the House tax bill. 

Representative Dickinson, Republi- 
can, Iowa, hauled out the tariff revision 
banner yesterday in the House, but in- 
stead of reductions in “excessive sched- 
ules” as proposed in the revised Mc- 
Master resolution, he demanded increase 
in the’duties on agricultural products, 
including specifically corn, hides and 
vegetable oils, and perhaps others.

AFTER 22 MURDER 


Earle Nelson, on Scaffold, 
Asserts Innocence and 
Forgives Witnesses. 


MANY OF HIS VICTIMS 
WERE KILLED IN STATES 


Won Name of “Gorilla Man” 
By Method of Disposing 
of His Victims. 


Winnipeg, Man., Jan. 18 (AP.)— 
Earle Nelson, the “dark strangler,” to 
whom police ascribe 22 slayings, was 
hanged today for the murder of Mrs. 
Emily Patterson; 


Nelson protested his innocence to the 
last, and sald he forgave all those who 
had testified against him. 

The trap in the provincial jail was 
sprung at 7:41 o’clock. Fifteen minutes 
later he was pronounced dead. 

Nelson was composed as he marched 
to the scaffold between his guards. 
He spoke for a moment with the priest 
who accompanied: him, then made a 
brief statement denying his guilt. 

A silent crowd had gathered outside 
the prison. It dispersed when the black 
flag hoisted on the jail tower signified 
that Nelson was dead. 


History of His Crimes, 


The hanging today of-Nelson: ended 
the grim story of a criminal trail, wind- 
ing from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
along which police ascribed 22 mute 
ders to Nelson's brutality. 

Known as “the strangler” and “the 
gorilla man,” because he was believed 
to have strangled all of his victims, 
Nelson was hanged for the murder of 
Mrs. Emily Patterson, mother of two 
children, in Winnipeg, June 10, 1927. 
He had been indicted also for the kill- 
ing of 14-year-old Lola Cowan, Winni- 
peg school girl, whom he was accused 
of strangling. 

Police said that Nelson, on February 
20, 1926, in San Francisco, Calif., began 
his trail of death, which stretched for 
7,000 miles along the Pacific coast, 
across the United States to the Atlantic 
seaboard, then doubled back into 
Canada and ended in Manitoba. Of the 
22 murders for which he was blamed, 
20 of the victims were women, one was 
the Winnipeg school girl, and another 
a baby. 

Police Detective A. Leonard, of Port- 
land, Oreg., compiled the following list 
of victims of the “dark strangler’s” 
reign of terror.

NEAR PROVINCETOWN 


Observers on Coast ‘Guards- 
man Check Conditions That 
Were Confronted.

Boston, Jan. 13 (A.P.).—A submarine 
running submerged must look out for 
herself and for surface ships in her 
course as well, Lieut. Comdr. Clarke 
Withers, a submarine expert, told the 
naval court of inquiry investigating the 
5-4 disaster today. 

“When the commander of a sub- 
marine operating at periscope depth 
sees a ship heading toward him he hae 
two courses open to him,” Lieut. Comdr. 
Withers, who is executive officer of the 
submarine tender Bushnell, said. “He 
may dive deeper and go under her, or 
he may bring his vessel to the surface, 
where the other vessel may see him, 
and both can maneuver out of danger. 

“A submarine running submerged 
must look. out for the other ship, as 
well as for herself. She can not count 
upon the other ship seeing her and 
obeying the rules of the road. Sub- 
marine periscopes are built in guch a 
way/as to be invisible in war time, and 
they are invisible in peace time as well. 

“The one thing not to do if a collision 
is imminent or even possible is to remain 
at periscope depth.” 


Disaster Is Reenacted. 


The testimony of Lieut. Comadr. 
Withers was the feature of a day de- 
voted to hearing the evidence of seven 
officers who took part in the reenact- 
ment of the S-4 disaster off Province- 
town yesterday. Four of the witnesses 
acted as observers on board the 8-6, 
which went submerged over the course 
followed by the sister ship, S-4, on De- 
cember 17, Just before its collision with 
the Coast Guard destroyer Paulding. 
|Three were observers on board the 
Coast Guard destroyer Monaghan, which 
| followed the course of the Paulding on 
that day.

Rules for Surfacing. 


The burden of the evidence in each 
case was that the destroyer, even with 
the sea and visibility conditions pre- 
vailing on the day of the collision, 
could have been picked up by the peri- 
iscopes of the submarine as soon as it 
cleared Woodend Point, at the ap- 
proach to Provincetown Harbor, a dis- 
tance of approximately 5,000 yards from 
the position then occupied by the 8-4.

U. S. Loan to Nicaraguans 


Not to Be Held by Survey 


(Associated Press.) 

Negotiation of another loan to Nica- 
ragua by American bankers probably 
will not await the outcome of a Nica- 
raguan economic survey now being 
made for the State Department, al- 
though that survey probably will fur- 
nish the basis for a department policy 
toward later borrowings. 

Although department officials do not 
know the exact status of conversations 
understood to be already in progress 
in New York, and will make no official 
comment regarding them,,it is known 
here that.

BUT WHAT 1S THE ISSUE? 

After seven and a half hours of speech- 
making the Jackson day dinner ended yester- 
day morning, Friday, the 13th, with-five speak- 
' ers yet to be heard—and a dry dinner, at 

that! It was the most harmonious gathering 
of Democrats ever recorded in ballad or 
history. 

The party seeks an issue. . Gov. Smith sug- 

_ gested that the national committee frame a 
platform beforehand, ready for the conven- 
‘tion, and that every public question be dealt 
‘with frankly, without any attempt carry 
‘ water on both shoulders. Senator Reed made 
‘the “corruption” of the Republican party his

‘ cient platform for him. 
: Other speeches were made by voluble ladies 
_ and gentlemen, but nothing resembling a suit- 
able issue of battle was brought forth by them. 

The Democratic party now squares away for

sion. Something may “turn up.”’ If no issue 
' develops,, the Democratic leaders may mark

chosen a candidate. The Democratic platform 
may be affected by the choice of the Re- 
’ publicans. 

Senator Caraway exercised his gifts of sar- 
casm the other day when he-urged Senator 
Borah to state the position of various Republi- 
can candidates on the liquor question. Mr. 
Borah neatly sidestepped by saying that he 
didn’t know who the candidates were. There 
will be time enough for some Republican coun-

Perhaps all candidates of all parties should

Since both parties will equivocate on this

LOS ANGELES-NEW YORK MARATHON, 


In all the excitement leading up to severance

' There have just landed in New York two

_ ticipate in Cash-and-Carry’s Los Angeles-New 
’: York road race, which will get under way 
‘March 8. Each has a record to be proud of. 
‘Hach believes that he can win the $25,000 
‘ prize offered. 

‘Hart is 5 feet 3 inches tall and weighs but 
-138 pounds. As far back as 1903\he was 
‘victor in a 2,000 mile race, completed in 31 
- days. In 1905 he ran a race of 1,095 miles 
“in 16 days and subsequently he ran from 
* Toulouse to Paris, 473 miles, in 6 days. Re- 
‘cently he challenged three men to a race of 
-100 miles, he to take the entire distance and 
‘the three to go 331-3 miles each. Hart won. 
In the same race a youngster challenged him 
‘for the first 50 of the 100 miles. The youth, 
Peter Gavuzzi, beat Hart, and now accom- 
‘panies him to enter in the Los Angeles-New 
York race. 

‘ It ought to be a grand race, particularly with 
-picturesque characters such as Hart participat- 
‘ing. Any man who completes the distance will 
have earned the $25,000 prize. All that Cash- 
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and-Carry Pyle has to do is promote—and

BRINGING EUROPE CLOSER. 


With the world crying for greater speed in 
transoceanic travel, ambitious schemes are 
afoot looking toward the day when journeys 
between the United States and Europe will be 
measured in hours rather than in days. Con- 
siderable publicity has attended the construc- 
tion in England of a huge Zeppelin, designed 
for service between London and Egypt, but 
which first will be sent back and forth across 
the Atlantic to test the possibilities in such a 
route. Not so much has been heard regarding 
a ship being built near Paris, upon which it 
will be possible to cross between Cherbourg 
and New York in 60 hours, or less, in any sort 
of weather. 

The British airship R-100 is to have a top 
speed of 80 miles an hour, with a cruising 
speed of 75. It will be placed on the London- 
New York run during the coming summer with 
accommodations for 50 paying passengers. If 


the undertaking is successful, work will be | 


started immediately on other air ships of an 
entirely new type, designed specifically for 
transatlantic trade. Preliminary designs for 
these ships have been made. They will have 
a top speed of 100 miles an hour and a cruis- 
ing speed of 95. Provision will be made for 
168 passengers, and, so that an alternate day 
service can be maintained, a fleet of five ships 
will be constructed. 

Fare for the passage will be $400 each wavy 
for a berth in a four-berth cabin, $500 in a 
two-berth cabin and $600 in a single cabin. 
The trip eastward will be made in 38 hours, 
and the trip westward in 48. 

The French bid for express traffic across the 
Atlantic is to be made in a totally different 
type of ship. Some time in April, according to 
the plan, a strange craft, now under construc- 
tion, will put out from Cherbourg bound for 
New York. Even in rough weather it will 
make between 40 and 50 knots. Sixty hours 
after its departure it will have arrived in New 
York harbor, 

The Frencn ship resembles two long cigars 
connected by a bridge in which are housed its 
cabin accommodations, engine room, fuel tanks, 
&c. Unlike the conventional craft, it will skim 
over the surface of the sea. If the trial run 
proves successful, those who are backing the 
project plan to build at once a larger ship of 
the same pattern which will carry 200 people 
and can be used regularly in the quick trans- 
port of mail,

THE MALL-AVENUE TRIANGLE. 


Although it was known in advance that the 
President would sign the measure authorizing 
purchase of all remaining private land within 
the Mall-Avenue triangle, there is certain 
sense of satisfaction now that the forniality 
has been completed. The $25,000,000 involved 
in the purchase is in addition to the $50,000.- 
000 authorized by the Sixty-ninth Congress for 
construction of buildings in the triangle, 

It is expected that appropriations for the 
purchase will not be unduly delayed. Possibly, 
in the opinion of Senator Smoot, chairman of 
the Public Buildings Commission, the first in-

‘stallment will be appropriated before the pres- 


ent session ends. 

The Government should take over the, area 
without further delay. The structures now 
lying within the Mall-Avenue area are both in- 
sanitary and unsightly. In the authorization 
measure the Secretary of the Treasury is 
granted the power to demolish existing build- 
ings as quickly as he sees fit as each square 
is acquired, and to enter into contracts for the 
grading, planting and landscaping of those 
portions of the triangle that are to be beauti- 
fled as open spaces. He should be given funds 
to apply to this end. 


MAJ. BOURNE’S FLIGHT. 


No expedition sent out by the Marine Corps 
has received more attention than is being 
given to the flight of Maj. Louis Bourne, of the 
air division of that corps, from Washington to 
Nicaragua. Maj. Bourne was one of seventeen 
young men, who, after taking a course in ‘‘Mike 
Dowd’s’”® preparatory school in this city, were 
appointed lieutenants in the Marine Corps in 
1913. They served through the war in France, 
in the West Indies and in the Far East. In 
1921 Bourne, then a captain, with George W. 
Hamilton, a native of Washington, and a vet- 
eran of the war, applied for transfer to the 
air service. After six months’ training at the 
Navy Air School in Pensacola, both were as- 
signed to the Marine base at Quantico. 

In June, 1922, Hamilton and Bourne, with 


five other pilots from the Marine Corps flying 


Squadron, were ordered to Gettysburg to wel- 
come the Marines who were to reproduce the 
battle of Gettysburg in mimic warfare. The 
planes of both Hamilton and Bourne crashed 
after tailspins. Hamilton was instantly killed, 
but Bourne, although badly shaken up, was 
able to carry the body of the commander of 
the squadron off the field. 

In recent years Maj. Bourne has been in 
command of the air station in Haiti, but re- 
cently returned and has been stationed at 
Quantico, whence he started on his record 
flight to Nicaragua on Thursday. This is the 
first expedition of an American flier into a 
foreign land from home base on any other 
than a friendly mission, which accounts for 
the unusual interest taken by the Navy and the 


Marine Corps in the reports of Maj. Bourne’s

THE SOUND OF THE SIREN. 


The death of a young motorist following a 
collision between his car and that of a bat- 
talion fire chief should serve to drive home 
the fact that the warning signals of police, 
fire and hospital vehicles are not to be ig- 
nored, It is too bad that a tragedy should 
have been necessary to point the lesson. 

The Police Department, aroused by the grow- 
ing disregard paid by motorists to warning 
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signals, plans to inaugurate a drive to bring 
about more wholesome respect for the traffic 
regulation that directs operators of automo- 
biles to draw up to the curb and stop when 
fire or police apparatus is approaching. This 
is one of the most important of all traffic reg- 
ulations. Time and again the police have 
attempted to bring about its strict observance. 
The difficulties. attending its enforcement, 
however, are great, for the public is inclined 
to brook no traffic delay, and has inherited 
from. childhood an urge to ‘‘chase the engines.”’ 
Yet it has been demonstrated forcibly that 
tragedy is bound to follow if police and fire 
vehicles on duty calls are not given the un- 
disputed right of way. 

Police vehicles, fire trucks and ambulances, 
when not actually engaged in answering a 
call, have no more road rights than private 
vehicles. The fact that they have been ob- 
served by the public violating traffic rules 
has caused motorists to believe that the 
sound of the siren did not necessarily mean 
that the official cars were on duty calls. 

Rigid enforcement of the rules as applying 
to both public and private vehicles is the only 
way to avoid tragedy.

DON'T MERGE THE 


Col. U. S. Grant 3d, director of the Office 
of Public Buildings and Public Parks, has re- 
peated his opposition to the proposal to con- 
solidate the metropolitan and park police 
forces. In a letter directed to Chairman Zihl- 
man, of the House District committee, he calls 
attention to the fact that experience elsewhere 
has shown the necessity of separating the 
park police force from the city force. Amal- 
gamation, he says, “would be extremely 
harmful and would deprive the office of public 
parks the means of performing effectively the 
duties assigned to it.’’ ; 

The function of a park policeman is radi- 
cally different from that of a metropolitan 
policeman. The former is only in rare 
instances a law enforcement agent. As a 
general thing he is guide and servant. He 
must see that park regulations are not vio- 
lated, of course, but more frequently is he 
called upon as an adviser and friend. The 
member of the metropolitan force also fulfills 
similar functions. In addition, however, he 
has to deal with criminals. He will make a 
dozen arrests to every one made by the park 
policeman. He will be called upon to use a 
revolver a hundred times when a park police- 
man never may need resort to it. 

Naturally the training of the two groups 
must be along different lines, as must their 
administration. There is no reason why the 
two departments should be merged, Possibly 
a few hundred dollars might be saved each 
year if the metropolitan police: were given 
jurisdiction over the public parks. Against 
this saving, however, should be balanced the 
value of the specialized gervices of the park 
police.

Human Waste in the Navy

I had a vision in. August, 1927, 
laugmented by the criticisms of able 
| officers which never reach the people, 
| and the frequent change in personnel 
.due to ill health and unhappiness 
which exists in the ranks of our Navy, 
that the time would come when the 
people would exact of us an annual 
human accountability for discussion 
with the people. Otherwise, unnecessary 
human suffering and waste of both hu- 
man life and money would continue, as 
such conditions materially concern the 
United States Treasury and the Nation’s 
security. JA 

I was onl of the active list about 
: vhen I was retired for 
physical disability on January 9, 1924. 
During this period I wrote three books: 
“Preventive Medicine,” United States 
Naval Base, Block Island; 
of a Saltlor’s Life?” 
Under the Hammer.” 
indexed, classified 


These works are 
into chapters with 


photographs, extending over a travel 
half way around the world. In order 
to determine the exact status, I had 
to depart from custom and tradition 
and get in close touch with the sallor. 

Upon examining the records, I find 
that approximately one-fifth. of our 
sickness is due to avoidable exposure. 
During a period of five years, there 
were 176,484 cases of pneumonia, pleu- 
risy, rheumatism, nephritis, influenza, 
| bronchitis, tonsilitis, ear diseases, and 
mastoiditis, with these end-results: 
173,677 discharged to duty, 70,182 read- 
mitted to the sick list, 21,418 diagnoses 
changed, 1,289 died on the active List, 
3,287 invalided back to civil life-pen- 
sions unknown, 224 deserted while sick, 
55,143 transfers were effected from one 
station to another, and these patients 
remained on the sick list an aggregate 
of 2,076,559 days—unearned salaries un- 
known, Within six years we had 12,- 
604,225 days on the sick list, costing 
$35,000,000, not to speak of invalids 
and deaths. 

Provided we had a fleet of submarines 
equipped with safety devices, which ex- 
tended from Key West to Boston, and 
then neglected the health of the “man 
behind the gun,” our naval policy 
unsound. The Nation is 
shocked, due to 40 deaths in the S-4, 
and yet, from 1920 to 1926, 859 sailors 
found their last resting place beneath 
the waves—due to a low physical call- 
ber, insufficient knowledge of swim- 
ming and lack of publicity. We ad- 
vertise for more and the machine 
grinds on. 

The attractions of the Navy Medical 
Corps, in some respects, are unmatched, 
yet due to certain distasteful traditions, 
the corps is always short. The surgeon 
general stated in his 1926 report that 
the corps had needed approximately 136 
additional officers, since 1923. Forty- 
nine doctors resigned in 1927, In ordér 
to earn retirement for 30 years serv-

MYSTIC SHRINE CASE 
CONCLUDED BY COURT 


Attorney General Pollard, of 
Texas, Completes His Argu- 
ment for White Body. 


(Associated Press.) 

Argument was concluded in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday in the Mystic 
Shrine case. Attorney General Pollard 
of Texas completed his contention, be- }, 
gun Thursday, that the white Shrine 
was entitled to the exclusive use of its 
name and emblems, had property rights 
in them and that the Texas courts had 
properly, on the facts presented them, 
enjoined the negro Shriners through- 
out the United States from continuing 
to use them. 

Members of the court developed by 
questions during his argument that 
some of them questioned their jurisdic- 
tion to entertain the appeal of the 
negro Shriners, but were advised that 
the white Shriners had purposely re- 
frained from challenging Jurisdiction 
because of the desire to obtain a final 
controlling decision from the highest 
court on the questions at issue. 

Attorney General Pollard asserted 
that the evidence presented established 
that the adoption of the names and 
emblems by the negroes was for the 
purpose of fraud, to impose upon the 
public and obtain the advantages which 
belonged exclusively to the white 
Shriners, and that the courts had prop- 
erly enjoined such imposition.

sion of, study made by the Children’s 
Bureau, United States: Department of 
labor, in nine States of the Union. Miss 
Leete investigated about 20,000 children 
who were receiving aid through some 
institution or some community activity 
which is supposed to serve orphans. Of 
the 20,000 only 5 per cent were full 
orhpans, 30 per cent, were half orphans, 
while 65 per cent had both parents liv- 
ing, according to a quotation appearing 
‘in Welfare Magazine. 

The system of orphan asylums devel- 
oped at a time when the average age at 
death was very low. Obviously, when 
the average age at death was 40 years 
a great many family circles were broken 
up by the death of one or both parents 
while most of the children in the fam- 
ily were less than 10 years of age. In 
that period of society the church and 
the state combined could scarcely take 
care of all those orphaned by death, 
and a system of apprenticeship or bind- 
ing out was in wide use. 

Now that the average age at death is 
close to 60 years, death seldom disrupts 
the family while the children are young. 
In consequence, there are few children 
made orphans by death to be found in 
asylums operated by Government or 
church, ane the system of binding out

One of the objections to the Russian 
program is that it institutionalizes 
childhood.

They admited they knew of the wild 
children of the streets about whom 
others have written.

Amateur Net Body Ready 
To Make Peace With Pros 


EW YORK, Jan. 13 (A.P.).—The 
United States Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation is prepared to extend the 

Olive branch to professional elements of 
the game and “encourage the growth” 
of the newly organized Professional 
Lawn Tennis Association. 

This was disclosed today in an- 
nouncement of resolutions proposed by 
the amateur rules committee for adop- 
tion at the annual meeting of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Association 
in Chicago February 11. 

Citing the purposes of the profes- 
sional organization and its close con- 
tact with younger players through ten- 
nis instructors, the United States ‘awn 
Tennis Association proposes this defi- 
nition of its policy: 

“That it is the sense of the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association that 
the game of lawn tennis will be bene- 
fited and the influence of professional 
players with the younger amateurs will 
be bettered by the development and 
improvement of standards of instruc- 
tion and play among the professionals 
and by the maintenance on their part 
of a high standard of ethics, conduct 
and sportsmanship, and that the 
United States Lawn Tennis Association, 
to accomplish these ends, should fos- 
ter and encourage the continuance and 
growth of the Professional Lawn Ten- 
nis Association of the United States 
along sound and constructive lines. 

This represents a sharp reversal 

in the attitude of the U. 8. L. T. A., 


which has refused to have any con- 
nection with the professional game 
since, it was pushed into the lime- 
light by C. C. Pyle’s traveling 
troupe, attracting such stars from 
amateur ranks as Suzanne Lenglen, 
Mary K. Browne, Vincent Richards 
and Howard Kinsey. Richards and 
Kinsey are members of the new 
professional organization. 


If the proposal for harmony is 
proved, the amateur and professional 
governing bodies of tennis will enjoy 
working relations similar to those pre- 
vailing among the ruling groups f 
golf. 

Promotion of such tennis tours as 
that sponsored by Pyle will be frowned 
on by the U. 8S. ih. T. A., however, if 
approval is siven to another resolution 
expressing opposition “recognizing or 
dealing with eny individual or indl- 
viduals whose promotion of tennis 
matches or tournaments is for the pur- 
pose of making money for themselves 
or with any organization formed to ex- 
ploit the game for the pecuniary bene- 
fit of any one connected with the man- 
agement of such association.” 

A third resolution to be put pefore | 
the convention provides that any club 
having membership in the U. 8S. L. T. 
A., or its sectional associations, must 
obtai1i sanction of the national body 
before holding any exhibition match or 
tournament open to professionals only 
or to both amateurs and professionals, 
at which an admission fee is charged.

NORTHERN PIPELINE. 
FACTIONS IN CLASH 


Company’s True Position Is 


Withheld From the Stock- 
holders, It Is Charged. 


New York, Jan. 13 (A.P.).—Two rival 
factions were lining up stockholders of 
the Northern Pipe Line Co. today for a 
lively skirmish over the distribution of 
$3,600,000 cash assets at the annual 
meeting of the company next, Thursday. 

The stockholders’ protective commit- 
tee made the first move in a letter to 
stockholders claiming proxies sufficient 
to elect two of five directors to be 
chosen. The letter contended also that 
stockholders were not informed of the 
company's true position in the annual 
report. 

The directors countered with a sec- 
ond letter, with the information that 
the company paid $6,680,000 in divi- 
dends between January, 1912, and the 
close of 1927, an average of $417,000 a 
year, or about 101% per cent. The di- 
rectors added that in view of acute 
reduction of business during 1927 dis- 
tribution of assets and a consequent 
reduction of capital would be unwise at 
this time. 

The stockholders’ protective commit- 
tee contends that the entire gross pipe 
line business of the company has not 
averaged more than $561,000 a year and 
that the company pays only 3'%4 per 
cent on cash assets of $3,600,000. The 
Northern Pipe Line has been operating 
in Pennsylvania since 1889.
